This letter is a final response to your request for information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, dated April 27, 2018 and received in this office on April 30, 2018. Your request 
was forwarded to the appropriate offices to search for documents that may be responsive to your request: 
Office of the Secretary (OS), Office of Legislation & Congressional Affairs (OLCA), Office of 
Elementary & Secondary Education (OESE), Office of the Deputy Secretary (ODS) and Office of 
Communications & Outreach (OCO).

1. All records reflecting communications (including emails, email attachments, text messages, 
messages on messaging platforms (such as Slack, GChat or Google Hangouts, Lync, Skype, or 
WhatsApp), telephone call logs, calendar entries/invitations, meeting notices, meeting agendas, 
informational material, draft legislation, talking points, any handwritten or electronic notes taken 
during any oral communications, summaries of any oral communications, or other materials) 
regarding actual or potential teacher strike, work stoppage, walk out, large-scale absence, protest, 
or other activism between any Education official identified in Column A below and any 
individual or entity identified in Column B below.

3. For both requests, the search should include all individuals who occupied the named offices, 

whether in an acting or permanent capacity during the period covered by the search. It should also 
include all individuals and entities in Category B both as keyword search terms and as entries in 
the to/from/cc/bcc fields of emails or calendar entries/invitations. For calendar entries created in 
Outlook or similar programs, the documents should be produced in “memo” form to include all 
invitees, any notes, and all attachments. Please do not limit your search to Outlook calendars—we 
request the production of any calendar—paper or electronic, whether on government-issued or 
personal devices—used to track or coordinate how these individuals allocate their time on agency 
business. 

The staff in OS, OLCA, OESE, ODS and OCO have informed the FOIA Services Center that, after a 
thorough search of their files, they were unable to locate any documents that were responsive to your 
request. 

Also, you have the right to seek assistance and/or dispute resolution services from the Department’s FOIA 
Public Liaison or the Office of Government Information Services (OGIS). The FOIA Public Liaison is 
responsible, among other duties, for assisting in the resolution of FOIA disputes. OGIS, which is outside 
the Department of Education, offers mediation services to resolve disputes between FOIA requesters and 
Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. They can be contacted by:

Using the services described above does not affect your right, or the 
deadline, to pursue an appeal. An appeal must be in writing and must include a detailed statement of all 
legal and factual bases for the appeal; it should be accompanied by a copy of this letter, the initial letter of 
request, and any documentation that serves as evidence or supports the argument you wish the 
Department to consider in resolving your appeal.
